HEROISM OF A BURGEON. 


Bow Major Babtie "Won the Victoria 


Cross «.* Colemo. 


In The British Medical Journal Fred- 


erick Treves, tbe well known surgeon, 
gives a graphic description of the work 
of Major Babtie of tbe army medical 
corjps at the battle of Colenso, for 
which tbe Victoria cross was awarded 
him. 


"The 
me%" writes Mr. Treves, 


"faced the wood as only the British 
soldier can face death. The gallant 
attempts made to save the guns led 
only to further loss of life. Colonel 
Long bad been shot down, some 50 
horses had been sacrificed and tbe 
scanty ranks of the English were thin- 
ning rapidly. Still the cry went up, 
'Hold fast to tbe gunsf and when tbe 
last forlorn hope had been attempted 
and failed tbe greet veldt was littered 
with tbe wounded* the dying and tbe 
dead. 


"Near the guns was a donga, and 


into that many of the wounded had 
crawled. The gallopers who took up 
the news of the disaster reported the 
need of help for tbe injured. To that 
call Major Babtie at once responded 
as a volunteer. His duty as a surgeon 
did not require him to bo on the firing 
Hne, but he rode down to that inferno 
without hesitation. He might as well 
have ridden before a row of targets 
during tbe smartest moment of rifle 
practice. Three times waa his horse 
shot under him before h» reached the 
donga. There, in the face of a galling 
fire, he dragged the wounded Into shel- 
ter, and a ttttte later he ventured oat 
under a rain of lead to bring in Lien* 
tenant Roberts, who was lying on the 
open veldt wounded desperately. 


"For some seven hours Babtie re- 


mained by the wounded in tbe shallow 
donga, from which no one dared to 
lift a bead. He alone had a water bot- 
tle, and be doled out what he had in 
a 80 minim measuring glass. He waa 
also able to relieve pain by morphine, 
and, when not'otherwise occupied, he 
sheltered poor young Roberta' face 
from the scorching sun by holding 
above ic a letter he chanced to have 
in his pocket. 


"It was not until darkness was set* 


ting in that it was possible to venture 
from the scant shelter which the 
ravine provided."

Soldier* Believe That When tb* 
main* rield» Are Opeaed Up They 
WUl Be the Most Remunerative I* 
the World—WviBB I» Cheap. 
Following are some extracts from a 


letter written by a former member 
of the First Montana volunteers, who 
remained In the Philippines and who 
Is a practical miner, says a Helena 
(Mon.) dispatch to tbe New York Sun: 


"At present there are In this city 


(Manila) about 200 ex-soldiers from 
western states In America, nearly all 
experienced miners, anxiously await- 
ing the necessary permission from mili- 
tary headquarters to rush Into the rich 
placer mining country which lies north 
and east of here, but which permission 
is now withheld owing to the lack of 
definite Information on the part of the 
government as to the exact interpreta- 
tion of the mining laws governing 
these islands. 
These laws are now 


undergoing at Manila translation by 
several Spanish-American translators, 
whose task will, it is believed, be com- 
pleted shortly. It is known, however, 
that the law permits prospecting for 
minerals anywhere. No license or oth- 
er formality is required to p'acer mine 
unless the output exceeds 2,000 tons 
a tiuj and buildings for working are 
erected. 
Any one is free to work 


placers anywhere at no expense save 
his own labor. Placer claims contain 
60,000 square Spanish yards, equiva- 
lent to about 950 feet long by 625 feet 
wide. Quartz claims are of the same 
dimensions. The apex of quartz veins 
may be followed Into any other land 
underground provided no -wall is 
broken. 


"Tbe richest known deposits in Lu- 


zon are found about 75 miles north- 
east of here, where there is abundant 
water for sluicing and hydraulic min- 
ing, sawmills, etc. This section is in- 
habited largely by Igorrotes, who are 
very friendly to Americans, but es- 
tremely hostile toward the Filipinos 
and Spaniards, not infrequently killing 
them for slight offenses. 
Miners can 


live quite comfortably on food pur- 
chased from the Igorrotes at from $2 
to $4 a week. 


"There is absolutely no reason to 


doubt that the placer mines of Luzon 
and Mindanao Islands as well as some 
parts of Cebu are among the richest In 
the world, easy of access and no hard- 
ships to be encountered in reaching 
them as soon as the military authori- 
ties permit miners to enter them. 
Quartz mining is absolutely undevelop- 
ed In Luzon, but very rich specimens 
secured near here of*white quartz car- 
rying free milling have been brought 
In. Tbe veins are not well defined, 
however, the tendency inclining toward 
pockets, from one of which ore assay- 
ing $65,000 to the ton in gold and cop- 
per was secured. 


"The native women hereabout pan 


the alluvial sands with wooden bowls, 
frequently taking out from $3 to $5 a 
day gold. Philippine gold runs about 
$14 as ounce. Last week an Igorrote 
woman brought into Dagnpan as a re- 
sult of six weeks' panning seven 
pounds of gold nuggets, and two ex- 
soldiers who mined in the same dis- 
trict for three months netted over $5,- 
000 in gold, using pans and sluice box- 
es, and would have done even better 
had not the soldiers compelled them to 
leave. 


"The rivers are lined with banks of 


black sand (magnetic iron), carrying 
fine gold. The gold is not flaky, but 
small, rough nuggets from the size of a 
pinhead to three or four ounces in 
weight Bedrock averages from 6 Inch- 
es to 20 feet and the reason why no 
systematic work has ever been done in 
these fields Is because tbe Igorrotes 
drive out the Spaniards, while the 
Spanish government has never allowed 
the Chinese and Filipinos to pursue 
mining as a boslneas; hence the whole 
field is new and wonderfully rich. 


"Lead ore is also abundant and runs 


from 12 to 60 per cent to the ton, but 
has never been mined to any great ex- 
tent Copper runs from 15 to 80 per 
cent Little or no silver has been 
found, although no systematic pros- 
pecting therefor has been done. Iron 
Is found in abundant quantities near 
Manila, but the production thereof is 
small from the fact that the Spanish 
government never encouraged mining. 
Angat yielding as high as 85 per cent 
Is mined in a primitive manner In this 
Island, as Is also a good grade of mar- 
ble, which is found in hvge Quantities 
In Bataan province. Coal is also abun- 
dant, especially in Cebu. Very rich 
gold deposits exist on tbe coast of 8u- 
rigao, northeast Mindanao. 


"The ex-California and Montana sol- 


diers are unanimous in the belief, that 
when opened np the mining fields of 
Luzon will be tbe most inviting and re- 
munerative In the world, not excepting 
even Nome and the Klondike."

'A few. years ago it" was a current 


idea that ,the*s»r»Vwas passing out .It 
was alfefr a preyalen^ notion that caval- 
ry. was, fairing into disfavor. Now the 
bone Is stronger than ever. It has be- 
come evident through the lessons of 
the Boer war that the soldiers of the 
future will be largely mounted infan- 
try. The armies of the world will re- 
quire twice as many horses, perhaps 
three or four times as many horses, ns

He 
said, making a rather free translation 
of hia French: "I don't think you 
Americans quite appreciate the posi- 
tion in which I am placed la relation 
to the missionaries. In your country 
church and state are entirely apart A 
missionary from my country might go 
to the United States and preach the 
Mohammedan doctrine, and it would 
be all right Your government would 
not be concerned. Here I am the bead 
of the church. I am to my people the 
Shadow of God. The Mohammedan 
religion Is loyalty to me. I am tbe 
head of the church as well as the head 
of the state, and the two cannot be 
disassociated. 


"When your missionaries come here 


and preach against Mohammedanism, 
they teach disloyalty to the Turkish 
government. They encourage sedition. 
That is what makes it so hard. If the 
Mohammedan missionary should go to 
the Unitgd States and urge the over- 
throw ofthe government he w«uld get 
into trouble, provided he was taken 
seriously. He would be arrested'and 
sent out of the country for seditions 
acts or, if he gained sufficient strength, 
he might be hanged for treason. And 
yet he would be doing no more in ef- 
fect than the American missionaries 
are doing here. We are trying to avoid 
trouble, but you can see that the situa- 
tion la bound to be aggravating when 
our religion and politics mean the same 
thing."

North Adams, on the east side of 
North Church street, formerly used as 
a public burial ground, and known 
aa the North Church street cemetery, 
for a public park or common, and to 
remove the remains of the dead and 
the monuments erected to their me- 
mory in said, city, at the Expense of the 
city, and to give to the owners of lots 
in the North Church street cemetery 
by proper conveyance in exchange 
therefor, burial late in the South View 
cemetery."

General fmeHuorn'm Toa»b to Be Co»- 


»e«t«4 Wttk Outiide by BteMB. 
The thousands of pilgrims who an- 


nually make their way from Nashville 
to Tbe Hermitage, where Andrew Jack- 
son and his wife sleep, will soon have 
railroad accommodations for their ben- 
efit, says the Chicago Record. The 
number of visitors to The Hermitage 
has increased to such proportions that 
a spur railroad has become a necessity. 
The livery stables of Nashville derive 
more revenue from visitors to The Her- 
mitage than .from any other source. 
The ladies' Hermitage association, 
which has been striving to secure a 
spur road for many years past, has at 
last succeeded in inducing the Tennes- j 
see and Pacific railroad to build it 


Despite the fact that thousands of 


Americans from every part of the na- 
tion visit The Hermitage, until a few 
jrears ago the historic place had almost 
gone to rack. It was owned by the j 
state, but was .badly mismanaged until j 
some patriotic ladies banded together i 
as the Ladies' Hermitage association j 
to preserve the (home and tomb of An-; 
drew J&ckson. A curator sow has 
charge of the entire place and spends 
his time in keeping the buildings ant! 
fences repaired and in trimming the 
weeds and grass that spring up. The 
curator's wife receives all visitors in 
the old- residence and shows them the 
relics. 


The only person now living who waa 


at The Hermitage with Andrew Jack- 
son during his last years is old Uncle 
Alfred, who was the body servant ol 
the great Tennesseean. The old cabin 
where he was born is still his resi- 
dence, bat it has recently been re- 
chinked and daubed, He owns in his 
cabin, many of the Jackson relics. The 
bed be sleeps on was one of the fine 
mahogany pieces bought when the 
house w«0 refurnished after the fire in 
1688. He has a large china urn which 
was bongtrUn New Orleans. It is very 
quaint, and when asked what it was 
ho refitted: "Da* ar*s a water cooler. 
Grln'ral Jackson bought dat in New Or- 
leans. Dot&yoo. see de name?* point- 
ing to the name of ttie maker. "Oin- 
'ral Jackson w*s de only man I eber 
seed what looked like de Almighty 
heae'f," announces the old slave to 
those who linger long enough with' him 
to bring out reminiscences. The old 
man is 96 years old, and his mother 
was General Jackson's cook. His mind 
Is stored with interesting anecdotes, 
and he is very vain about the fact that 
he actually belomged to Andrew Jack- 
son.

Crop* IB T«XM. 


The wheat and alfalfa crops in this 


section are suffering seriously from an 
Invasion of wanna of very dark color 
about the size of a caterpillar, which 
attack the wheat In the head, eating 
out all the milky grains and attack the 
alfalfa in its entirety, consuming the 
plant, leaves, stalk and all, says a 
Waco (Tex.) dispatch to the St Louis 
Globe-Democrat 
After a few days 


the worm undergoes a metamorphosis 
and becomes a fly, which lays eggs and 
then disappears. Some of the observers 
say that the eggs hatch immediately 
and that a second crop of worms ap- 
pear. The local entomologists have 
never seen such insects before. 


Several crops of wheat and alfalfa 


within a radius of ten miles, with 
Waco as a center, have been destroyed. 
It is observed that birds of all kinds 
feed upon the worms voraciously; but, 
unfortunately, the birds of almost ev- 
ery variety have been thinned out to 
each an extent that they, are ineffectual 
against the invasion. 


The farmers ere doing what they

A grass rope, 100 feet long, la 
fastened to the horns of the saddle of 
two riders, who keep apart at a suffi- 
cient distance to give the rope the prop- 
er sag, and in that way they ride 
across the fields, shaking the worms 
down to the ground, and It is said that 
they do not crawl up any more. Speci- 
mens of 'the worms have been sent to 
the state entomologist to be classified.

Wright as pastor of the UniversalUt 
church was the occasion of a service 
of much interest last evening, several 
prominent preachers from out of the 
city being present to take part.

the addresses 


were such as to hold close attention 
throug-hout the evening1. 


A feature of the service was the mu-

M. Brown . (resided and introduced the 
speakers of the evening. Rev. L. D. 
Case of Albany read the scrioture 
and made the 
installation prayer. 


After the singing of a quartet, "As 
Christ upon the cross," Rev. I. M. At- 
wood, bishop of Albany, delivered the 
installation sermon. 


The sermon was one of mucfi Interest 


and appropriate to the occasion, being 
devoted to showing the relation of'the 
church and its work to the world. He 
raised the question, what is our con- 
ception of the kingdom of heaven? and 
answered that it is a realm or a state 
in which everything shall be as it 
should be.

church is not the only agent of truth, 
but it has its particular v.ork, The 
time has not gone by for a specific 
Universalist church. 
Other churches 


are good, but there is a peculiar field 
for the Univerealist church today as 
much as ever. So this union of a pas- 
tor and people should prove of good to 
the Kastor, and to the church and to 
the community. 


Maurice Phillies sang "Fear ye not, 


O Israel," and Rev. J. A. Hamilton 
pastor of the Methodist church, gave 
the address of welcome tjfc^tfr. Wright 
on behalf of the local pastors. Mr.

UNKNOWN ITALIAN DROWNED 


$ nk in Sight of Many Fellow Workmen 


at Monroe Bridge 


An Italian, whose name was unknown 


to his companions was drcwned at 
Monroe Bridge yesterday while work- 
ing near the river. Although he fell 
into the river in plain sight of 2c «r 
so fellow workmen, it was found im- 
possible to rescue him. 


The man came to Monroe Bridge 


from New York only a few days ago 
to work on the stone work for the 
Ramage paper company. The Italians 
with -whom he worked could not un- 
derstand him, as he came from a dif- 
ferent part -of Italy, and uaed quite a 
different dialect of the language. His 
name even was not known. 


Yesterday, about noon, he stooped 


down to wash his hands in. tlie river. 
As he did so he lost his footing, and 
plunged head foremast into the water. 
None of his companions saw him go 
into the water, but he quickly came 
to the surface some feet below, and 
his cries called the attention of all to 
him. 


There was no way to reach him. 


however, and he was apparently unable 
to swim a stroke. The water is very 
deep where he fell in, being a short 
distance above the dam, and he sank 
twice before he went down for the 
last time. 


The body was recovered a short time 


afterwards, and was held for the in- 
vestigation of Medical Examiner Can- 
edy of Shelburne Falls todav. There 
was nothing to show that it was any- 
thing but an accident. The body will 
be buried this afternoon in Sherman.
